As the woman considered 
the proposition, 4 second 
man walked up and asked 
what was going on.

Con- 
vinced it was a good deal, the 
woman withdrew $3,000 - her 
life savings from her 
account and gave it to the 
first man outside the bank. 
Told to meet him at a nearby 


hardware store later that 
afternoon, she dutifully 
showed up on time and 
waited... and waited... 
and waited. 

The woman not only 


never saw one penny of the 
“found'’ money, she also 
lost her life savings. She was 
another victim of a bold but 
common confidence game 
known as the ‘‘Pigeon 
drop.’ Sometimes the 
stranger says the money was 
inherited and he doesn’t 
need all of it. Or a stranger 
says he is a bank examiner 
and needs your help to catch 
a dishonest bank employee. 
In all of these rip-offs, a 
stranger asks you to give him 
money. You should always 
be on guard for such a get- 
rich-quick scheme. 

Another common rip-off 
occurs in a door-to-door 
approach. Often a man will 
claim to represent the city or 
county and will say that your 
home needs certain work on 
it to meet the requirements 
of the law. Don’t take his 
word for it. Call the govern- 
ment agency he claims to 
represent and verify what he 
says. 

If a door-to-door sales- 
man offers to do home 
repairs, always get a written 
estimate of the cost first. 
Compare this cost with other 
businesses. Check on any 
repair work you have under- 
way, and don’t hesitate to 
complain if you aren’t sat- 
isfied with the work. If the 
workers won't complete the 
work they promised to do, 
see a lawyer. 

Swindlers are everywhere 
and a consumer must learn to 
spot them. Once you have 
signed a contract or made a 
purchase, you may never get 
off the hook. The following 
are several ways to avoid 
being ripped off: 


***Don't fall for the 
sympathy approach, such as 
“I’m working my way 
through college.’’ It's often a 
line to get you to sign up. 
Organized crews are trained 
to tell sob stories. Once you 
sign, they take your ‘money 
and move on to the next 
town. : 

***Before giving money to a 
local charity or other worthy 
cause, call to verity the 
solicitor’s identity. 

***Do not send money to 
someone listed in a chain

letter. Chain letters are 
illegal. If you get one, take it 
to your local post office. 


***Watch ‘‘Going out of 
Business’ sales. Some 
stores have fake ‘‘selling 


out’’ sales just to get you in 
the store. 

***Beware of leads to un- 
expected inheritances. 
Swindlers have collected 
millions of dollars in fake 
‘‘expenses’’ by leading 
people to believe they can 
inherit money from estates of 
distant relatives. 

***There’s no easy way to 
earn money at home. Most 
work-at-home schemes 
require you to buy some- 
thing in order to earn. You 
find later there is no market 
for what you produce, or your 
efforts are ‘‘not up to 
standards."’ 

***Watch out for high 
interest rates. Credit cost 
can more than double the 
total cost of things you buy. 
Compare the cash price and 
the total cost when ll 
interest and finance charges 
are included. Know the true 
interest rate and don't be 
misled by a promise of low 
monthly payments. Shop 
around for financing as you 
would for shoes. 

*** Avoid ‘bait and switch’’ 
ads, such as ‘‘Three 
complete rooms of furniture, 
only $178."’ These unbelieve- 
able ads are often come-ons, 
and the item is not really for 
sale. Salesmen may then try 
to get you to switch to over- 
priced items. 

***Vanity can cost you 
money. No known product or 
services can grow your hair, 
make you taller, remove 
wrinkles, develop your bust, 
or reduce your weight by 
massage, creams, belts or 
girdles. 

***Be wary of any coupon 
deals. Sometimes the 
merchants named will not 
honor the coupons you get. 
Call some of the businesses 


included in the coupons 
before you buy. 
***Be very careful before 


joining a health spa or club. 
Alabama's attorney general 
has sued 20 health clubs in 
less than two years for 
deceptive practices. Some of 
these clubs use _ high 
pressure sales tactics and 
misrepresent their facilities. 
They often go out of busi- 
ness. Never sign a lifetime 
contract.

The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Aug. 8 at 
the courthouse in Elba and held a short, 
but active meeting. 

Present at the bi-monthy meeting 
were chariman Marion Brunson and 
commissioners Rex Boutwell, Billy 
Eagerton, Gilmer Grant, Charlie Mack 
Martin, Eugene Bradley and Marvin 
Bowden. 

After the routine approval of the 
minutes of the previous meeting, the 
commission bowed in a moment of 
silence in memory of former county 
commissioner Flourney Whitman, who 
died over the weekend. 

Sheriff Brice Paul was the meeting 
first visitor, and the sheriff addressed 
the commission of three items. 

A special assessment of $954 to be 
made annually for three years to the 
Alabama Sheriff's Association for 


requested by Sheriff Paul, who is the 
president of the state-wide organiza- 
tion. The money, to be collected from all 
counties based on population, will be 
used to help cover the expense of 
purchasing a central office for the 
sheriff's organization. 

Comm. Martin stated he felt the

Election Dates Still Up 
In The Air In Alabama 


It has been seyeral months since a 
federal court judge ruled that Alabama 
must hold new elections to conform with 
new district boundaries brought about 
by reapportionment; however, the date 
of the elections is still up in the air, ac 
the political parties ponder the need for 
primaries. 

Bill Stokes, State Democratic Party 
Executive Committee member, 
reported this week that the party has 
until August 12 to determine whether to 
nominate candidates or hold primaries. 
It is Stokes’ contention, based on 
discussions with other party officials, 


that primaries will not be held and that 
candidates will be appointed. 

Nothing will be official until after 
August 12, and even then the date of 
the election may change, as some state 
officials report the November 8 general 
election will be moved up to September 
27 if no primaries are held. This 
possibility seems remote, however, as 
Republican primaries are expected in 
some areas. 

About the only certainty at this time 
is that both Rep. Jimmy Holley and Sen. 
Crum Foshee will be seeking 
re-election!

The City of Elba continues to be in 
mourning this week following the 
weekend deaths of two prominent Elba 
residents. These citizens - Flournoy 
Whitman and M.J. Lee - both died on 
Saturday following brief illnesses. 

Mr. Whitman was a lifelong resident 
of Coffee County and was active in both 
city and county affairs. He was one of 
the original organizers of the Elba 
Volunteer Fire Department in 1931 and 
served as fire chief 22 years. Whitman 
served as a county commissioner for 24 
years - from 1952-1976, and in 1977 was 
named Elba’s ‘‘Man of the Year.”’ 

A paragraph from an Elba Clipper 
news article on March 31, 1977, best 
described the late Mr. Whitman, as 
follows... 

‘Businessman, farmer, public 
servant and government official, 
Whitman has been faithful in his service 
to his God, his community and to his 
fellowman.”’ 


Mr. Lee was also a lifelong resident 
of Coffee County and was also a 
member of a prominent Elba family. He 
was the Standard Oil distributor in Elba 
for many years and served on the Board 
of Directors of the Elba Exchange Bank.

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It has been a bit shaky in my neighborhood during the last 
few days. We have had no less than four neighbors to die 
within a seven- or eight-day period, and all of them were 
good folks. Probably the one that surprised us the most was 
Flournoy Whitman. We knew he had been admitted to the 
hospital, but assumed it wasn’t serious, or quoting one of 
my fellow workers, ‘‘Mr. Whitman was so active, I never 
dreamed he would have serious heart problems.’’ The three 
men who died within 24 hours of each other were G.L. 
Pinckard, M.J. Lee and Whitman. They followed by about a 
week the death of Mrs. Clara Miles, and probably all three 
men were at her funeral. We never know when our name 
will be called. 


It was an interesting experience for me at a funeral Monday. 
While sitting in the church prior to the funeral, people 
“began to react to a loud whistle, obviously coming through 
the P.A. system. No extra mike feedback could be found, 
the organ apparently wasn’t the source, and about halfway 
through the service, it was noticed that the pitch changed 
when a certain man touched his hearing aid, etc. As soon as 
it was brought to his attention he immediately stopped the 
fen high-pitched sound. Apparently the pitch of the sound was 
just right to be picked up by the P.A., even though those 
near the man didn’t realize his hearing aid was emitting the 
sound. 


We read that the AFL-CIO are planning to endorse a 
candidate for president earlier than before, feeling it will 
benefit their selected candidate. It can surely help in the 
raising of money for the campaign, but it could backfire on 
the union. It is assumed they will back the Democratic 
party, not being in love with President Reagan, but if their 
candidate (probably Walter Mondale) loses badly, it could 
lower that mystical thing called'ciout, and further reduce the 
recession-wounded union.

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and 1981 to prevent bankruptcy. The guarantee helped 
company president Lee Iacocca pull the company back to 
life, and now he is crying because the feds are planning to 
actually take advantage of the little ‘‘sweetener’’ Chrysler 
gave to get the loan. The stock warrants (or chances to buy 
Chrysler stock) give owners a chance to buy Chrysler stock 
for $13 a share. That seemed pretty wild at the time they 
were issued, and Chrysler was selling way below $10. Now, 
however, Chrysler stock has jumped above the $20 mark and 
representatives of the company are wanting the government 
to forget the options, give them back to the company, or 
anything but sell them. ‘‘It ain’t fair’ is the message the 
company seems to be sending. Yet we consider this the 
price the company paid for the bailout and for the 
government's taking so much flak from the voters and 
newspaper columnists.

SSI Recipients Must 
Report Any Changes 


People in the Elba érea 
who receive supplemental 
security income (SSI) 
payments have a very impor- 
tant responsibility to report 
any change in their circum- 
stances that could have an 
effect on their eligibility or 
amount of their payment, 
Mary Coleman, Social Se- 
curity district manager in 
Dothan, said recently. 

SSI is a Federal program 
that provides a basic cash 
income to people 65 and 
over, or blind, or disabled 
who have little income and 
own little property. Although 
SSI is administered by the 
Social Security Administra- 
tion, all funds come from 
Federal general revenues, 
not Social Secufity”’ taxes. 

A person who does not 
report a change may get too 
much money and have to pay 
it back. Or, the person may 
miss out on money if the 
change would raise the pay- 
ment. 

A person must report: 

Any change in a savings 
account, Christmas club, 
certificates of deposit. or any 
account. A person whose 
name is on someone else’s 
account must report this, too, 
even if he or she does not use 
the account. 


If he or she receives any 
other income, such as 
annuities, pensions, 
workers’ compensation, any 


benefit check, interest, 
prizes, gifts, awards, 
insurance money, support, 


alimOny, strike pay or other 
union benefits, inheritances, 
retail income and sick pay. 

If anyone gives the 
person money, food, clothing 
or free housing, or pays any 
bills or rent. 

If the person enters. or 
leaves an institution, such as 
a hospital, nursing home, 
county home, halfway house, 


jail, prison, or any other kind 
of institution. 

There are other changes 
that must be reported, but 
these are the most common, 
Mrs. Coleman said. More 
information about what 
should be reported by people 
getting SSI payments can be 
obtained at the Dothan Social 
Security Office, located at 
204 N. Oates St. The

Elba High School récently 
purchased an Apple II micro- 
computer. With the 
purchase of this micro, the 
faculty is learning new ways 
to serve the students at the 
school. Buddy Windham and 
Waylon Sharpless, Guidance 
Counselors at Elba High 
School, have found that by 
converting the micro to a 
“‘dumb terminal,’’ they can 
obtain computerized occupa- 
tional and career information 
from the State Occupational 
Information Coordinating 
Committee (SOICC). SOICC 
is a division of the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Relations. 
Dr. Mary Louise Simms 
serves as the Director of the 
State Occupational Informa- 
tion Coordinating Commit- 
tee. SOICC was established 
by federal law, and there is 
an SOICC in every state. 
Alabama was one of the first 
states to develop a computer- 
ized occupational and career 
information system. SOICC 
provides supply and demand 
data and demographic data 
in addition to the compu- 
terized occupational and 
career information.

Late Taxpayers 
Must File By 
August 15 


Philip J. Sullivan, District 
Director of Internal Revenue 
Service in Alabama alerts 
individuals who applied for 
automatic extension to file 
their federal income tax 
returns that they must file 
the completed return and pay 
any remaining tax by mid- 
night, August 15. 

A copy of the extension 
request, Form 4868, must be 
attached to the completed 
return, Sullivan said. And, if 
a taxpayer is entitled to the 
automatic extension because 
he or she was outside the 
United States on April 15, a 
statement to that effect must 
be attached to the return. 

Extensions beyond the 
automatic 4 month period are 
granted only for very good 
reasons, Form 2688, Appli- 
cation for Extension of Time 
to File U.S. Individual 
Income Tax Return, may be 
used, Taxpayers should 
request this additional exten- 
sion early so that, if denied, 
they will be able to file by the 
August 15 due date.

It has been a bit shaky in my neighborhood during the last 
few days. We have had no less than four neighbors to die 
within a seven- or eight-day period, and all of them were 
good folks. Probably the one that surprised us the most was 
Flournoy Whitman. We knew he had been admitted to the 
hospital, but assumed it wasn’t serious, or quoting one of 
my fellow workers, ‘‘Mr. Whitman was so active, I never 
dreamed he would have serious heart problems.’’ The three 
men who died within 24 hours of each other were G.L. 
Pinckard, M.J. Lee and Whitman. They followed by about a 
week the death of Mrs. Clara Miles, and probably all three 
men were at her funeral. We never know when our name 
will be called. 


It was an interesting experience for me at a funeral Monday. 
While sitting in the church prior to the funeral, people 
“began to react to a loud whistle, obviously coming through 
the P.A. system. No extra mike feedback could be found 
the organ apparently wasn’t the source, and about halfway 
through the service, it was noticed that the pitch changed 
when a certain man touched his hearing aid, etc. As soon as 
it was brought to his attention he immediately stopped the 
high-pitched sound. Apparently the pitch of the sound was 
just right to be picked up by the P.A., even though those

SSI Recipients Must 
Report Any Changes 


People in the Elba érea 
who receive supplemental 
security income (SSI) 
payments have a very impor- 
tant responsibility to report 
any change in their circum- 
stances that could have an 
effect on their eligibility or 
amount of their payment, 
Mary Coleman, Social Se- 
curity district manager in 
Dothan, said recently. 

SSI is a Federal program 
that provides a basic cash 
income to people 65 and 
over, or blind, or disabled 
who have little income and 
own little property. Although 
SSI is administered by the 
Social Security Administra- 
tion, all funds come from 
Federal general revenues 
not Social Security taxes. 

A person who dves not 
report a change may get too 
much money and have to pay 
it back. Or, the person may 
miss out on money if the 
change would raise the pay- 
ment. a 

A person must report: 

Any change in a savings 
account, Christmas club, 
certificates of deposit. or any 
account. A person whose 
name is on someone else's 
account must report this, too, 
even if he or she does not use 
the account. 


If he or she receives any 
other income, such as 
annuities, pensions, 
workers’ compensation, any 


benefit check, interest, 
prizes, gifts, awards, 
insurance money, support, 


alimOny, strike pay oF other 
union benefits, inheritances, 
retail income and sick pay. 

If anyone gives the 
person money, food, clothing 
or free housing, or pays any 
bills or rent. 

if the person enters or 
leaves an institution, such as 
a hospital, nursing home, 
county home, halfway house, 


jail, prison, or any other kind 
of institution. 

There are other changes 
that must be reported, but 
these are the most common, 
Mrs. Coleman said. More 
information about what 
should be reported by people 
getting SSI payments can be 
obtained at the Dothan Social 
Security Office, located at 
204 N. Oates St. The

Late Taxpayers 
Must File By 
August 15 


Philip J. Sullivan, District 
Director of Internal Revenue 
Service in Alabama alerts 
individuals who applied for 
automatic extension to file 
their federal income tax 
returns that they must file 
the completed return and pay 
any remaining tax by mid- 
night, August 1S. 

A copy of the extension 
request, Form 4868, must be 
attached to the completed 
return, Sullivan said. And, if 
a taxpayer is entitled to the 
automatic extension because 
he or she was outside the 
United States on April 15, a 
statement to that effect must 
be attached to the return. 

Extensions beyord the 
automatic 4 month period are 
granted only for very good 
reasons. Form 2688, Appli- 
cation for Extension of Time 
to File U.S. Individual 
Income Tax Return, may be 
used. Taxpayers should 
request this additional exten- 
sion early so that, if denied, 
they will be able to file by the 
August 15 due date.

Ron Weeks, our area pest 
management specialist at 
Headland, is a great believer 
in checking every field care- 
fully before you spend money 
for insecticides. There is a 
tendency to spray peanuts 
and soybeans entirely too 
early for the control of foliage 
feeding worms. Some folks 
find worms in damaging 
numbers in one field and 
then spray all the fields 
without checking each indi- 
vidual field. A lot of money 
is wasted this way!! 


FALL TOMATOES 

Looking for tomato plants 
to put in a fall crop? They 
are hard to find, aren’t they? 

You can grow your own 
by taking cuttings from your 
current plants and rooting 
them. Almost any limb tip 
will develop roots. A well 
matured limb five to seven 
inches long makes the best 
cutting. Prune all of the’ 
leaves off except a few at the 
tip of the limb. You can root 
them in sand, vermiculite or 
plain water. 


These plants will be, 
ready to set in about two 
weeks. You will get better 
results by planting these 
newly rooted plants late in 
the afternoon on a cloudy, 
rainy day. Frequent 
watering will also help these 
plants to survive.

Although folk remedies 
for jellyfish stings abound, 
no one had ever determined 
scientifically if any of them 
really work. 

The Baltimore physicians 
devised controlled experi- 
ments with two common 
types of jellyfish, the sea 
nettle and the Portuguese 


man-of-war. 
Their results indicate that 
Clorox, acetone, and 


ammonia should not be used. 
Sand is not indicated because 
it causes injury and scrapes 
to the skin. The use of a 
commercial sting remedy 
was effective but may cause 
additional stinging when 
finally removed by rinsing. 
Topically applied meat 
tenderizer or papain is 
possibly beneficial but may 
result in skin injury. 

The doctors conclude that 
for first aid of a sea nettle 


sting there are three steps: 
(1) Sprinkle the injured area 
with baking soda moistened 
to make a slurry. (2) Wipe 
off with your hand any 


tentacles left clinging to the 
wound. (3) Keep the 
wounded bather still for 30 to 
60 minutes. 


The steps are exactly the 
same for the Portuguese 
man-of-war except that in 
step 1, use vinegar instead of 
soda. 


Gantt Hydro Renovation Set 


Alabama Electric Cooper- 
ative, Inc. is finalizing plans 
for a major renovation 
project on the Gantt Hydro- 
electric Facility, The Gantt 
facility, located approxima- 
tely eight miles North of 
Andalusia, has been produc- 
ing power since the mid 
1920's. 


Both Gantt Lake and 
Point-A Lake will be affected 
by the project. Projected 


plans will necessitate the 
temporary lowering of both 
lakes levels to near the 
Conecuh River’s natural run. 
Assuming construction 
proceeds as planned, Point-A 
Lake will be lowered and 
restored prior to the lowering 
of Gantt. 

Neither of the recreation- 
al lakes will be affected 
before Labor Day. There- 
after, the water level will be 
restored to near normal no 


later than December. 
Specific dates will be 
released as soon as construc- 
tion schedules have been 
completed by the contractor. 
This renovation will be 
undertaken to increase the 
efficiency of the generation 
facility which produces ap- 
proximately two megawatts 


of electric power to muni-

Characteristics Of The Aleoholic

Previous articles have 
shown how the _ drinker 
comes into contact with the 
drug, alcohol and how he 
progressed through the early 
stages of the disease 
progress to the dangerous 
point of no return. This is 
characterized by the drinker 
losing control over his 
consumption, moving from 
use of alcohol to abuse of 
alcohol and becoming 
addicted. From the addiction 
phase of things get rapidly 
worse and his life becomes 
more and more unmanage- 
able and he is completely 
powerless over alcohol. 
There are several identifying 
characteristics of this phase 
of alcoholism and each one of 
them further emphasizes this 
powerlessness. 

The first is a loss of 
control over the amount 
consumed and of what his 
behavior will be after he 
takes a drink 

He has a long list of 
alibis. He feels guilty and 
defensive about his loss of 
control and the drunkenness 
that results. He begins to 
rationalize. He may develop 
and elaborate defense 
system of reasons § and 
excuses to reduce his guilt 
feelings. He will continually 
explain why he drinks a little 
too much and gets a little too 
drunk. 

Social pressures begin to 
mount. His wife, his 
employer, his  friends-all 
begin to give him advice: 
“Cut down on your 
drinking,’ or “‘Restrict your 
drinking to weekends.” 
There is all kinds of advice 
from those around who do 
not realize the reason for his 
behavior. They urge him to 
use willpower to improve the 
Situation. This only 
reinforces the delusion that 
someday he can cut down on 
his drinking by exercising his 
will, 

His behavior becomes 
Rrandiose and <agyressive. 


He buys things he doesn’t 
need, takes lavish gifts 
home to his wife, runs up 
bills, picks up the check at 
the bar or restaurant. This is 
just another way to avoid the 
truth about himself and his 
condition. Because he 
believes that others are the 
fault of his problems, he 
strikes out against them with 
verbal abuse, sometimes 
even with physical abuse. 
Early evidences of physical 
abuse may indicate an 
underlying severe disorder. 
Such abuse in the latter 
stages of alcoholism is often 
an expression of his self- 


hatred projected toward 
someone else. 
Guilt and remorse 


become constant. Now there 
comes an awareness of what 
he has been doing to himself 
and others, and he can’t 
throw it off as easily as 
before. Others may condemn 
him, but he is his own worst 
enemy. He feels a deep 
sense of personal guilt and 
the guilt and remorse often 
lead him back to the bottle. 
But when the alcohol is gone, 
the guilt remains. These 
remorseful feelings now 
become as much a part of his 
alcoholism as drinking and 
getting drunk. 

He climbs on the ‘water 
wagon’’. Now the great 
attempt to quit on his own, to 
get on the water wagon, to 
give up alcohol-not forever, 
but for a stated period of 
time. This, he reasons, will 
‘prove’ he really doesn't 
have a problem with alcohol. 
He may make it through the 
time he has set-a week, a 
month, or whatever-but then 
his compulsion for alcohol 
may cause him to shorten the 
period of time he has set for 
being on _ the “water 
wagon.’”’ If it does, he will 
have a ready excuse, 

His drinking pattern 
undergoes a change. If he's 
been ‘‘on the wagon’’ to 
prove that he can handle his 
drinking, he may now take 
another precaution. He may 
change his drinking pattern 
to show that he can start to 
drink again without having 
the same old problems. He 
may change drinks-from 
whiskey to beer; or shift 
locations, or times for 


, 


drinking. But no matter how 
many changes he makes, if 
it's alcohol he’s drinking, 
he’ll soon be immersed in the 
same problems that have 
plagued him before. 

He avoids family and 
friends and his social 
relationships decay. As he 
continues to drink, he will 
drink too much, he will get 
drunk, and now friends will 
begin to pull away. He may 
begim to establish relation- 
ships at a different level 
where people are more in 
tune with his drinking 
patterns. When he recovers, 
itis a painful discovery to see 
that his ‘‘real friends’’ were 
nothing more than ‘‘drinking 
friends.’’ 

All of these characteris- 
tics have moved the alcoholic 
well into the addiction phase. 
Family and friends begin to 
think that he is at the end of 
this rope and that something 
has to happen one way or the 
other. They know that they 
are at the end of theirs. 


However there is a little 
further to go and the 
situation will unfortunately 
get a lot worse before it gets 


better. Further identifying 
characteristics and the 
continuation of this 
downward spiral will be 
dealth with in a_ future 
article.

School Board Surprised By 
High Bids On New School 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education met on Thursday afternoon, 
August 11, in Elba to open bids on a 
new elementary school to be con- 
structed in Kinston, but postponed 
accepting a bid after all bids were 
higher than expected. 

Low bid on _ the 
18,025-square-foot building was 
received from Lunsford Construction 
Company, and the bid was $598,450. 
Other bids were $603,400 from Opp 
Building and Supply Company; 
$637,460 from Delco-Gulf Coast Iron 
Works, and $661,000 from Madison 
Construction Company. 

Supt. John W. Vaughan stated ‘‘l 
think the price is within our capabil- 
ities,’’ and architect H.J. Mizell agreed, 
saying he had estimated a cost of 
$600,000 several months ago. Board 
members disagreed, however, and 
board chairman Frank Britt stated, 
“The low bid is a little bit more than 
this board was led to believe it would 
be. We might need to look at this 
further, to see if we can cut back in any 
areas, and then make a decision.”’ 

It was explained that additional 
sewage work required by the state 
upped the bid by over $50,000, and the 
low bidder said there was very little that 
could be changed to lower the cost. 

The board discussed the matter 
briefly and then told the low bidder it 
would study the bid and means of 
financing, and report back at a meeting 
on August 19,

The meeting began at 1:00 p.m. with 
all members present, including Supt. 
Vaughan, board chairman Britt and 
board membrs Bill Boland, Harrell 
Carroll, Tom Dyess and Preston Kelley 
Jr. 

After the opening of the bids, Supt. 
Vaughan stated, ‘‘i have just returned 
from a meeting in Montgomery, and I'm 
proud to report that Gov, Wallace has 
cut proration to five percent for the 
upcoming school year, compared with 
ten percent last year. This cut will 
generate $100,000 in revenue for the 
Coffee County School System and wipe 
out our deficit!"’ 

“We have received $151,000 in per 
pupil funding,’ added Vaughan, ‘‘and 
over $400,000 in discretionary funds. It 
will cost approximately $21,000 of the 
per pupil funds to remove asbestos from 
the school buildings, while five new 
school buses to be delivered soon will 
Cost approximately $400,000, and this 
too will come out. df thie fund, leaving 


approximately $30,000 in the per pupil 
funding. By placing the funds in short 
term certificates of deposit, we have 
accumulated added interest, leaving the 
county in good financial shape."’ 

It was reported that insurance 
premiums went up from $129 a month 
per family to $170 a month. A state 
sponsored health insurance plan would 
cost $121 a month, with the only major 
change being in the deductible amount, 
The county's insurance committee 
(composed of teachers and school 
officers) will study the various policies 
and report to all teachers before a vote 
is taken, 

A reinforcement of board instruction 
policy will result in a change of school 
hours at all county schools. A need for 
six hours of daily instruction was 
adopted as board policy in years past, 
but has been deviated from recently. 
After discussing the policy Thursday, 
Supt. Vaughan stated the policy would 
be enforced and all county schools 
would hold classes from 8 a.m. until 3 
p.m. The enforcement will require a 


change in schedules at all schools, but it 


is not expected to cause major 
problems. 
The ability of county school 


lunchrooms to operate in the black last 
school year will result in no increase in 
breakfast or lunch prices, it was 
announced last week. 


Following a short executive session, 
the board voted unanimously to employ 
Terry Weeks as a fourth-grade teacher 
and assistant coach at Kinston. Weeks 
is a graduate of Kinston High School 


and will coach both football and 
basketball. 
The transfer of five tenured 


employees was announced, and it was 
stated all transfers were requested. 
Transfers include Patsy English to 
Goodman Junior High; JoAnne Jones 
to Zion Chapel; Sybil Wise to Kinston 
Elementary; Peggy Heneveld to New 
Brockton Elementary; and Jill Owens to 
New Brockton Elementary. 

Next board meeting will be held 
Friday, August 19, at 7 a.m. in Elba,

Project Pay-Up Underway 


Since Governor George Wallace's 
proclamation declaring August as Child 
Support Month in Alabama, prosecutors , 
and child support staff of the 
Department of Pensions and Security 
have implemented ‘Project Pay-Up’’ in 
a special effort to increase public 
awareness of child support respon- 
sibilities. According to Tom Head, 
assistant district attorney for Coffee 
County and president of the Alabama 
Child Support Association, ‘‘the project 
involves a variety of activities statewide 
designed to emphasize child support 
obligations and enforce payment of 
support.’’ Hopefully this effort will 
‘underscore the needs of children for 
support and will generate public 
support for the child support program in 
\labama."’ 


Project Pay-Up”’ is an outgrowth of 
the Federal-State Child Support 
Program which was instigated because 
i substantial number of parents felt 
they could abandon their parental 


responsibility, resulting in the taxpayer 
assuming the obligation of support. The 
absent parent is made to repay the state 
for payments made to the family 
through the AFDC program, In the long 
run, the taxpayer benefits from the 
program in that fewer families require 
welfare. 


Through a cooperative agreement 
between the office of the district 
attorney and the Department of 
Pensions and Security, effort is now 
being made to locate absent parents, 
establish paternity when necessary, and 
obtain and enforce orders of support. 
Locally, these functions are being 
performed by Rita Kula, child support 
worker for Coffee County DPS, and 
Becky Ellis, child support coordinator 
for the district attorney's office. Mrs. 
Kula and Mrs. Ellis firmly believe that 
every child has a right to know his 
parents and be supported by them, and 
feel the child actually benefits from the 
child support program. 


They say they 


have seen parents who were originally 
forced to pay support begin to take a 
greater interest in their children. 


District Attorney Joei Folmar 
praised the child support program in 
Coffee County, stating, ‘The ost 


recent Statistical data indicates Coffec 
County ranks fourth among the state's 
67 counties in average collections per 
AFDC child."’ Each year since the 
program's inéeption in 1977, increases 
in child support collections have been 
realized, with collections totaling 
approximately $75,000 in 1982. ‘This is 
important,’’ says Folmar, ‘‘because the 
monies collected relieve some strain on 
State finances and the taxpayer.”’
